1 . FOREIGN MINISTER ALFRED KABORE IS LEAVING FOR UNGA 
ON OCTOBER 1 AND WILL ARRIVE IN NEW YORK THE NEXT DAY. 

2. KABORE IS SCHEDULED TO SPEAK AT UNGA ON OCTOBER 7. 

ON OR ABOUT OCTOBER 13 HE WILL BEGIN U.S. TRAVEL UNDER 
CU PARTIAL LEADER GRANT, GOING TO WASHINGTON (PROBABLY 
OCTOBER 13-15), ATLANTA (OCT 15-17), AND PUERTO RICO 

(OCT 18-22). HE MAY THEN FLY DIRECTLY FROM PUERTO 
RICO TO BRAZIL AND RETURN TO OUAGA AROUND OCTOBER 27 
VIA DAKAR. 

3. ALTHOUGH KABORE HAS NOT MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OF PRIVATE 
AUDIENCE WITH SECRETARY, HE UNDOUBTEDLY REMEMBERS THAT 
HIS APPOINTMENT WITH THE SECRETARY EARLY LAST MARCH WAS 
CANCELLED AT THE LAST MINUTE. WE HOPE, THEREFORE, 

THAT THE SECRETARY'S SCHEDULE WILL PERMIT AT LEAST 
A SHORT PRIVATE CONVERSATION WITH KABORE EITHER IN 
NEW YORK OR IN WASHINGTON. 
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
